16 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
17 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

15 from the State an amount equal to the certification fee charged by the National Board
16 for Professional Teaching Standards.

17 (2 Each county shall pay to the State one-third of the cost of
18 certification for each teacher who participates in the Program who teaches in the
19 county.

20 (3) Q) A teacher who does not complete all the requirements for
21 assessment by the National Board for Professional Teaching Standards shall
22 reimburse the State the full amount of the aid received to participate in the Program.

23 (i) The State shall reimburse the county the amount received
24 under paragraph (2) of this subsection on receipt of the reimbursement of aid from a
25 teacher under this paragraph.

26 (iii) The provisions of subparagraph (i) of this paragraph do not
27 apply to ateacher who completes all the requirements for assessment by the National
28 Board for Professional Teaching Standards but who does not receive certification.

29 (e The State Board shall establish a statewide staff devel opment plan that
30 utilizes the skills and knowledge of teachers who have obtained National Board
31 certification.
